Some Privileges of Prayer

It is well to think over 
these from time to time, and when this 
is done it will be found that the heart 
is lifted and prayer is made with more 
liberty, joy, and enthusiasm. In prayer 


a believer enters “by a new and living 
way” (Heb. 10:20) into the presence of

He speaks to the 
all-powerful creator of Heaven and 
earth; to the One who has made him, 
and therefore knows all about his physi- 
cal and mental capacities and limita- 
tions; to the One who has made him a 
new creature in Christ Jesus (2 Cor, 5: 
17), and therefore loves him with a spe- 
cial love and desires the very best for 
him. He can pour out his heart about 
his own sins, weaknesses, fears, tempta- 
tions, and shortcomings without fear of 
being put to shame. He can talk freely 
to his Heavenly Father of attitudes and 
actions in other Christians which perplex 
him and trouble him greatly, without 
fear of having his words passed on to 
men. He knows that God can either 
change them or quiet his own heart. He 
places his problems in those wonderful, 
loving, pierced hands, which upon earth 
healed the sick and raised the dead, and 


which have been unraveling the tangled 
threads in the lives of His loved ones 
for centuries. He receives guidance ex- 
actly fitted to his own needs. He prays 
with the knowledge that Christ is inter- 
ceding for him and the Spirit helping 
his infirmities. James Montgomery prob- 
ably crowded more definitions of prayer 
into his fine hymn of five stanzas than 
can be found in any other of the same 
length. He wrote: “Prayer is the soul’s 


sincere desire .. , the motion of a hidden 
fire ... the burden of a sigh . , . the 
upward glancing of an eye .. . the 


simplest form of speech ... the sub- 
limest strains . . . the Christian’s vital 
breath,” and he concluded with the peti- 
tion, “Lord, teach us how to pray.” How- 
ever far advanced we may be in the 
Christian life, thank God there are still 
new things to learn, new joys and bless- 
ings for us in the realm of prayer.

D’Aubigné in his massive work on 
“The Reformation” tells us that Martin 
Luther, “dreading lest the end of the 
world should arrive before he had trans- 
lated all the Bible, published the book 
of Daniel separately” (Vol. IV, Book 14, 
chap. 1). Luther did that because he 
said that Daniel was “a work for these 
latter times.” He was right in consider- 
ing Daniel a book for the end times, but 
they were not then at those times. 

Toward the close of our Lord’s min- 
istry in Palestine, the people “thought 
that the kingdom of God should imme- 
diately appear” (Luke 19:11). The Lord 
had to tell them a parable to correct 
their thinking along that line. 

In the days of the Apostle Paul, the 
Thessalonian Christians were led to be- 
lieve that the Day of the Lord was then 
present (2 Thess, 2:2). (Such is the 
reading of the best Greek texts, and so 
states Bengel in his Gnomon of the New 
Testament). Through a letter purport- 
ing to have come from their Apostle 
Paul, they were shaken in mind, think- 
ing that the Lord had come, as taught 
them in 1 Thessalonians 4:16, 17, and 
that they were left to go through the 
judgments of the Day of the Lord. 
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Some, even in those days, tried to con- 
vince the Thessalonian believers that 
they were in the times of the Day of the 
Lord. It caused disturbance and con- 
fusion. : ; 

In our day many Christians are shaken 
in mind and confused because they do 
not know where we are in the plan and 
purpose of God. In days of old- there 
were “children of Issachar , . . that had 
understanding of the times, to know 
what Israel ought to do” (1 Chron. 12: 
32). Surely the Lord’s people of today 
may have understanding of the times, to 
know what we ought to do. 


In considering where we are, we shall 
first, in the light of Scripture, consider 


Wuere WE Are Not 


1. We are not now, nor have we been, 
in the “time of Jacob’s trouble.” . Some- 
one asked me recently, “Is this the time 
of Jacob’s trouble?” My answer was 
then and is now, “No.” Between 1939 
and 1945 over 6,000,000 Jews were done 
to death*tin Europe. Because of that 
some Christians have thought that it 
was the time of “Jacob’s trouble.” In 
Jeremiah 30:7 we read: “Alas! for that 
day is great, so that none is like it: it 
is even the time of Jacob’s trouble, but 
he shall be saved out of it.” That time 
is still future, and is connected with the 
great time of trial and tribulation yet 
to come upon the Hebrew people. The 
context of Jeremiah 30 bears that out. 
The issue of tHat time of Jacob’s trouble 
is that “they shall serve the Lord their 
God, and David their king, whom I will 
raise up unto them” (Jer. 30:9). 


Moreover, the time of Jacob’s trouble 
is connected with times subsequent to 
the coming of the Lord in the terms of 
1 Thessalonians 4:16, 17. The time of 
Jacob’s trouble is the time mentioned in 
Daniel 12:1: “And at that time shall 
Michael stand up, the great prince which 
standeth for the children of thy people: 
and there shall be a time of trouble, 
such as never was since there was a 
nation even to that same time: and at 
that time thy people shall be delivered, 
every one that shall be found written 
in the book.” That time is to synchro- 
nize with the events of Revelation 12, 
where we have the record of " 
standing up against Satan in the inter- 
ests of the sun-clad woman, Israel. 

The time of Jacob’s trouble is the time 
mentioned by the Lord in His Olivet 
Discourse. “For then shall be great 
tribulation, such as was not since the 
beginning of the world to this time, no, 
nor ever shall be” (Matt. 24:21).

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time of Jacob’s trouble, nor have we 
passed it. 

2. We are not at, nor have we been at 
Armageddon. During the war of 1939- 
1945 a man came to my door and asked 
me if it was Armageddon. No, we have 
not been through the Armageddon of 
the Bible, nor are we immediately near 
it—not the Armageddon of Revelation 
16:16. Armageddon is “a mountain dis- 
trict in Central Palestine, separated from 
the town of Nazareth by the plain of 
Esdraelon.” The name renders up a 
variety of meanings. According to Faus- 
set it means “mountain of slaughter.” 
Gesenius says it means “a place of 
troops.” Strong says it means “a place of 
assembly.” It is altogether likely that all 
these meanings inhere in the name. De- 
mon powers will be permitted to “go 
forth unto the kings of the earth and of 
the whole world, to gather them to the 
battle of that great day of God Almighty. 
.., And he gathered them together into 
a place called in the Hebrew tongue 
Armageddon” (Rev. 16:14, 16). This 
gathering, and the subsequent “war of 
the great day of God, the Almighty” 
(Rev. 16:14, R.V.) will take place just 
prior to the coming of the Lord to es- 
tablish His Kingdom on earth. 

Armageddon has been used figura-

The Origin of Prayer Lists 


Will you please inform me concern. 
ing the _— of prayer lists as used 
today?—A New York reader. 
Doubtless the practice of using prayer 

lists came from both precept and prece- 
dent in the Bible and the example of 
great Christians of by-gone years. Chris- 
tian love also prompts prayer for others, 
for it is natural for those who have re- 
ceived the great blessing of salvation to 
pray that their loved ones may come 


to know the Saviour, and to pray that 


those who are saved may be protected, 
guided, and blessed. 

Here are a number of Bible passages 
that give us good reason for drawing 
up prayer lists, in order that we may 
not forget those for whom we ought to 
pray. . 

Abraham interceded earnestly for 
Sodom, where his nephew Lot and his 
family lived (Gen. 18:23-33). 

Samuel promised that he would pray 
for the Children of Israel (1 Sam. 7:5); 
and later said, “God forbid that I should 
sin against the Lord in ceasing to pray 
for you” (12:23). 

King Cyrus made a decree that his 
officers should supply the needs of the 
Jews who were rebuilding the Temple 
at Jerusalem, and he stated one of his 
purposes thus: “That they may offer 
sacrifices of sweet savours unto the God 
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of heaven, and pray for the life of the 
king, and of his sons” (Ezra 6:10). 

Job prayed for his ten children. “And 
it was so, when the days of their feast- 
ing were gone about, that Job sent and 
sanctified them, and rose up early in the 
morning, and offered burnt-offerings ac. 
cording to the number of them all: for 
Job said, It may be that my sons have 
sinned, and cursed God in their hearts, 
Thus did Job continually” (Job 1:5), 
When Job had gone through his great 
trial the Lord said to Eliphaz, “Go to 
my servant Job, and offer up for your. 
selves a burnt-offering; and my servant 
Job shall pray for you: for him will | 
accept” (Job 42:8). 

David said, “Pray for the peace of 
Jerusalem: they shall prosper that love 
thee” (Psa. 122:6). 

The Lord Jesus gave us a command- 
ment which we can carry out only by 
His grace. He said: “But I say unto 
you, Love your enemies, bless them. that 
curse you, do good to them that hate 
you, and pray for them which despite- 
fully use you, and persecute you” (Matt. 
5:44). 

When Peter was put in prison, “prayer 
was made without ceasing of the church 
unto God for him” (Acts 12:5). 

Paul prayed for the Philippians: “1 
thank my God upon every remembrance 
of you, always in every prayer of mine 
for you all making request with joy” 
(Phil. 1:3, 4); and .for the Colossians, 
“For this cause we also, since the day 
we heard it, do not cease to pray for you, 
and to desire that ye might be filled with 
the knowledge of his will in all wisdom 
and spiritual understanding” (Col. 1:9). 
He asked the Thessalonians to pray for 
him: “Brethren, pray for us” (1 Thess. 
5:25). He also prayed for the Thessa- 
lonians: “Wherefore also we pray always 
for you, that our God would count you 
worthy of this calling, and fulfil all the 
good pleasure of his goodness, and the 
work of faith with power” (2 Thess. 
1:11). 

James said: “Confess your faults one 
to another, and pray one for another, 
that ye may be healed. The effectual 
fervent prayer of a righteous man avail- 
eth much” (5:16). 

We also have the example of great 
saints of the Church. In 1630 Samuel 
Rutherford concluded a letter to Marion 
M’Naught in this way: “Pray for me. If 
the Lord furnish not new timber from 
Lebanon to build the house, the work 
will cease. I look to Him, who hath be- 
gun well with me. I have His hand- 
write, He will not change. Your daugh- 
ter is well, and longs for a Bible. The 
Lord establish you in peace. The Lord 
Jesus be with your spirit.” 

Robert Murray McCheyne concluded 
a letter to the members of a prayer meet- 
ing, probably in 1841, with these words: 
“I often pray for you all; and desire 
that in secret, and in your families, you 
will not forget me.”

Its personalities, its enemies, its activities 


Testament ages are similar in many 

respects, and, in others, quite un- 
like each other. An example of the first 
assertion is as follows: The decalogue 
is divided into two parts — the first four 
commandments deal with man’s relation- 
ship to.God; the following six command- 
ments dwell on man’s relationship to 
man. In like manner the New Testa- 
ment tells us: First, what we should 
believe about God, Christ, revelation, 
the last things, and the like; second, 
what should be our conduct, as Chris- 
tians, in the world that surrounds us. 
Many of the passages in the New Testa- 
ment which deal with the second coming 
of Christ conclude with a sharp, clear, 
ethical note of warning: Example: “But 
and if that servant say in his heart, My 
lord delayeth his coming; and shall be- 
gin to beat the menservants and 
maidens, and to eat and drink, and to be 
drunken; the lord of that servant will 
come in a day when he looketh not for 
him” (Luke 12:45). 

In the matter of human relations, the 
Bible has much to say about marriage, 
home, and the family. The Word of-God 
definitely advocates marriage as the ideal

. state for the ordinary man. “It is not 


good; that man should be alone; I will 
make him an help meet for him” (Gen. 
2:18). -In other words, God did not take 
woman from the head of man, to be his 
dictator, nor from the foot of man, to 
be his slave, but from his side —so that 
she should become his loving companion 
and helpmeet. . 


Shocked Into Action 


Therefore, with very few exceptions 
(as in the case of Paul the apostle) ! 
man should marry, build a home, and 
raise a family. Back in the fall of 1925, 
when I was serving as pastor of the rural 
Union Church in Smithfield, R. I., one 
Sunday morning I shocked the members 
of my congregation by saying, “A con- 
firmed old bachelor like Howard 
Mowry,” and then I pointed an accusing 
finger down at a young man in the flock. 
Experiences since then have taught me 
to be a little more tactful on such occa- 
sions. Nonetheless, Howard, who was in 
his thirties, and was headed for the 
lonely and miserable life of old bachelor- 
hood,2 was startled into action. I did 
not see him at worship acc until sev- 

e proudly 
walked into the church with his newly- 
won wife. On a recent occasion, I vis- 
ited his home and conversed with the 
parents and their children.

In speaking of the Christian home, we 
shall plainly discuss matters of universal 
interest. The following brief remarks 
will deal with various aspects of the 
Christian home: 1. its personalities; 2. 
its enemies; 3: its activities. 

Man, .made in the image of God; 
woman, taken from man; and children, 
taken from the man and woman — these 
three owe their existence to the Trinity 
above. To man and to woman, God 
addressed these words, “Be fruitful, and 
multiply, and replenish the earth, and 
subdue it: and have dominion over. the 
fish of the sea, and over the fowl. of the 
air, and over every living thing that 
moveth upon the earth” (Gen. 1:28). 

Several thousand years later, Paul 
wrote, “I will therefore that the younger 
women marry, bear children, guide the 
house, give none occasion to the ad- 
versary to speak reproachfully” (1 Tim. 
5:14). Here again: man, woman, chil- 
dren, the home — these are the essential 
units in the advance of Christianity. In 
the early history of the North American 
continent, our Southland and the West 
were dotted with Spanish and French 
Catholic mission stations. The zealous 
priests and monks who manned these 
stations established churches and monas- 
teries— which are now for the most 
part, collapsed and in ruins. But the 
Pilgrims and Puritans came to our 
shores with their Bibles and their 
cradles. Today their descendants and 
other peoples from many lands have 
conquered the South and the Far West 
by establishing Christian homes which 
have endured the test of time — while 
the Cathclic mission stations have crum- 
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bled into dust. The Christian home, 
with praying fathers and mothers, and 
children whose lives bind .together the 
hearts of parents like vines that cover 
a rustic cottage, can keep America 
Protestant, Christian, and free! 

In the America of our modern day, 
the chief enemy of the Protestant home 
— with its men, women, and children — 
is another trio— birth control, divorce, 
and Hollywood. These evil and veno- 
mous reptiles, hatched out of Satan’s 
same nest, seek to destroy and devour 
every living thing. 

Birth control, ih the main, is an at- 
tempt on man’s part to thwart a God- 
intended purpose in marriage — namely, 
procreation. As a result, many church 
members, orthodox and heterodox, who 
should be rearing families of four to 
a dozen children, either have. no chil- 
dren at_all or else stop with only one 
or two. Of course, we are not here re- 
ferring to individual cases which may 
merit special consideration... We speak 
of broad and general principles, not per- 
sons. But in the main, married couples 
who. should have large families excuse 
themselves with the threadbare apology, 
“We can’t afford any more than one or 
two.” They then proceed to purchase 
new homes, new cars, new. furniture, 
and the latest gadgets for the kitchen, 
thus proving the fact that they acquire 
those things which please them most — 
and babies do not happen to be in this 
category. 


The Law of Survival 


Another stock excuse given by the 
women is somewhat as follows: “Let 
the man have the first baby, and there 
would not be a second one.” It is ad- 
mitted that the suffering ordinarily at- 
tendant upon child bearing is agonizing, 
But when the occasion arises, men, too, 
are willing to suffer for their loved ones, 
Those of us who served overseas saw 
hundreds of wounded and dying men. 
They bled and died for their country. 
Is it strange, then, that even during the 
years of peace, women must be willing 
to pay this price in order that nations 
may endure? 

Through the ruthless march of unre- 
strained and thoughtless birth control, 
mothers and fathers have been left child- 
less, families have died out, Sunday 
schools have been decimated, local com- 
munities and even states have passed 
from control of Protestant leaders to 
other hands. The law of survival calls 
for sacrifice on the part of parents for 
the children. And unless a sufficient 
number of children are produced by 
evangelical Christians, we Protestants 
will soon lose our majority in the nation. 

Strangely, this idea that only a small 
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family can have quality has invaded 
the thinking of so-called Bible-believing 
Christians as well as the minds of lib- 
erals or Modernists. When a young 
evangelist, who had been married for 
several years, was asked why they had 
no children, his reply was, “You see, 
my wife and I are in the Lord’s work, 
and we have no time for bringing up a 
family.” They practiced birth control, 
and then justified their actions with ex- 
cuses. The wife was fond of singing 
solos. This, to her, was the Lord’s work, 
wh'le even the thought of rearing a 
family was rather distasteful, and to her 
was far from the Lord’s work. The fol- 
lowing report came from a church in 
New York State, pastored by a recent 
graduate from a liberal Eastern theolog- 
ical seminary, “We heave just had a six 
months’ course in birth control.” A 
preacher’s wife from Connecticut, in ex- 
plaining to the women of the church 
why she practiced birth control, stated, 
“I was terrified at the idea of having a 
baby.” For her husband, and others like 
her, the words of the late Dr. Howard 
Kelly of Baltimore seem quite timely, 


“O Magnify the Lord” 
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“I would not support the ministry of any 
clergyman who either advocated or prac- 
ticed birth control.”1 And again, the 
word of the Lord stands sure: “Lo, 
children are an heritage of the Lord: 
and the fruit of the womb is his reward. 
As arrows in the hand of a mighty man; 
so are the children of the youth. Happy 
is the man that hath his quiver full of 
them” (Psa. 127:3-5). 

On the other hand, I have never 
known a more tormented person than 
a communicant of the parish which I 
served eight years ago. She was eighty- 
four years of age—and alone in the 
world. Athough she had been married 
since her early youth, through ignorance 
and suppression of the mother instinct, 
she intentionally had no children. The 
later years of her life were spent in 
misery. When I visited her, I tried to 
offer her words of comfort, but in vain: 
she would only piteously cry and wail, 
“I might have had them — but I didn’t! 
I might have had them, but I didn’t!”

Some of the reasons why believers should praise God 
and speak of His goodness and grace 


O OFTEN, it seems, when we think 
of magnifying an object we see that 
object as enlarged and forget that only 
our power of vision has been extended. 
So it is in magnifying the Lord. We do 
not make God or His power greater 
than they are. It is not within the 
power of man to overrate anything that 
God has done or is doing, or to exalt 
unduly any attribute or work of His. 
If we look at the eye of the common 
housefly through a microscope, we find 
that instead of one eye as we had sup- 
posed, there are several thousand com- 
plete individual eyes. Magnifying that 
eye just enables us to see some of the 
details of its construction. 

Let us magnify the Lord, take a 
close-up view of some of His great and 
glorious doings. Our hearts are so im- 
mersed in the little details of the day 
that sometimes God the great Creator 
seems too remote to be concerned with 
our present needs. .David exclaimed, 
“The heavens declare the glory of God; 
and the firmament sheweth his handy- 
work” (Psa. 19:1). That was all very 
wonderful to David, but his heart over- 
flowed far more when he considered the 
many smaller things God had done spe- 
cifically for him. After David took a 
look through the magnifying glass of the 
Spirit he called out to all believers in 
gladness, “O magnify the’ Lord with me, 
and let us exalt his name together” (Psa. 
34:3). Then we can picture him joy- 
ously taking up his harp and blending 
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his voice with the vibrant instrument, 
as he sang, “I sought the Lord, and he 
heard me, and delivered me from all my 
fears. ... This poor man cried, and the 
Lord heard him, and saved him out of 
all his troubles” (Psa. 34:4, 6). (And 
David knew what trouble was!) “The 
angel of the Lord encampeth round about 
them that fear him, and delivereth them. 
. . They that seek the Lord shall not 
want any good thing. ... The eyes of 
the Lord are upon the righteous, and 
his ears are open to their cry. ... The 
Lord is nigh unto them that are of a 
broken heart; and saveth such as be of 
a contrite spirit. Many are the afflic- 
tions of the righteous: but the Lord de- 
livereth him out of them all. ... The 
Lord redeemeth the soul of his servants: 
and none of them that trust in him shall 
be desolate” (Psa. 34: 7, 10, 15, 18, 19, 22). 
When David began to look into the 
loving care of the Lord for him, his 
soul was thrilled beyond measure, 
Let us take a look into the magnify- 
ing glass of God’s Word and get a keener 
insight into His dealings. Many, many 
times our own troubles and problems 
loom up so dark and forbidding and so 
impossible of solution, and we seem so 
small and helpless, that God’s love and 
intimate concern seem to be as far away 
as the stars. We need to bring Him 
near to us. Yes, it must be even more 
definite than that. It must be personal. 


I must see Him as being near to me. 
Oh, 


the greatness of His love! He 
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sees me—even me—as something so 
priceless that He gave His only begotten 
Son to die in my place, while I was yet 
a sinner, unlovely, defiled, Christ-re- 
jecting. He saw this life so fleeting and 
eternity so eternal, and He so desires 
that I be with Him through all that 
eternity that He forgave all my sin and 
placed me in a position where He could 
look upon me with His holy eyes — yes, 
and even see me as though I had never 
sinned ! 

He has numbered the hairs of my 
head! He has my name —my earthly 
name — written down in the palm of His 
hand! He hears me when I call. He 
puts a hedge of fire around about me 
so that Satan’s oppressing power cannot 
harm me. He walks by my side. In the 
words of the chorus: 

He gives me joy in place of sorrow: 

He gives me love that casts out fear. 

He gives me sunshine for my shadow 

And beauty for ashes here. 
No wonder Solomon, after looking into 
the deeds and walk of ten thousands of 
people, could shout, “He is the fairest!” 

The all-sufficient Christ is so able and 
willing to help us in every instance, un- 
der every circumstance, in all the vicis- 
situdes of life! Paul found it so. He 
had been hungry, friendless, beaten, 
jailed, counted as mad, cold, stoned, 
scorned. Yet, in every instance, he 
found Christ able to undertake for him. 
And Paul knew that what Christ had 
done for him He could do for all, so he 
wrote to the Ephesians, “Now unto him 
[the wonderful Christ] that is able to 
do” for you. But the Spirit showed Paul 
that that didn’t express it completely 
enough, so he adds, “Able to do ex- 
ceeding abundantly” for you. Then al- 
most as if the Holy Spirit feared lest 
any doubt be left in the minds of God's 
children as to what He could do for 
them, He has Paul write, “Exceeding 
abundantly above all we can ask or 
think.” Hallelujah! What a wonderful 
Saviour! Let us magnify His deeds in 
our behalf! 

No one yet who trusted Him has ever 
found Him to fail. If we look to Him 
and depend upon Him, He will do what 
is best for us — always. 

The story is told of a farmer whose 

one pay check came in the fall from the 
sale of his crops. He had a large family, 
and that one pay day meant much to 
them all. Depression time came. The 
crop was piled in a corner of the field, 
but no buyer came. Another harvest, 
another pile, but still no buyer. The 
old Christian farmer was taunted by a 
neighbor, who said to him: 
“Whatta ya say now, George? I suppose 
the Almighty is still doin’ His arithmetic. 
Only now He’s addin’ privations instead 
of blessings.” 

Old George thoughtfully took up his 
belt another notch and answered. “Nope, 
I reckon the Lord is makin’ muscle.” 

In the testing of his faith he sw the 
Lord making faith-muscle. 
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Lesson. for May 8 


Let us “magnify the Lord .. . and let 
us exalt his name together.” Magnify- 
ing His deeds will develop in us a thank- 
ful heart. To thankful hearts is granted 
the peace of God. Did the last two hor- 
rible wars make the people thankful? 
No! Therefore they brought no peace. 
The peace for which we sigh cannot be 
ours so long as we ignore the Prince of 
peace. 

Into a devoted Christian home, there 
came one day some visiting relatives, 
who also counted themselves Christian. 
But when the members of this home 
talked much about the good things of 
God and His dealings with man, and so 
on, these relatives said, “Oh, of course. 
But we just don’t talk much about such 
things.” Shame on us! God tells us we 
should talk of His words when we sit in 
our house, when we walk by the way, 
when we lie down, and when we rise up 
(Deut. 6:7). Then David says, “My tongue 
shall speak of thy righteousness and of 
thy praise all the day long” (Psa. 35:28). 

Why should we not talk of Him? He 
is our life, our all. He whom we praise 
is worthy ! All the holy angels in Heaven 
bow dowh before Him and praise Him. 
Only mani is stiff-necked and tongue-tied, 

Perhaps one reason we do not want 
to praise and exalt His name is because 
it humbles us. Like Job, when we get 
a real glimpse of His holiness and wis- 
dom we cannot do less than exclaim, as 
we hide our face, “I abhor myself!” 
When John the Baptist looked upon the 
gracious face of Jesus and said, “Behold 
the Lamb of God that taketh away the 
sin of the world,” he knew that “He 
[Christ] must increase, but I [John] 
must decrease.” It was a “must” with 
John —the natural growth of the soul 
under the power of Christ. 

Magnifying the Lord, beholding more 
of the smaller details of His words and 
works, will cause us to be established 
and hopeful in the present hour, or the 
testing time, and will help to lift the 
burden. Through the answer to prayer 
here, a little revelation of His dealings 
there, a realization through the Spirit 
of His presence and leading, we are made 
more and more aware of the fact that 
“all. things work together for good to 
them that love God, to them who are 
the called according to his purpose” 
(Rom. 8:28). Why should we not praise 
Him then and exalt His name, when all 
things will, in the final analysis, work 
together for our good? 

There is no limit to the things that 
can be accomplished in our outlook on 
life, or our ability to endure, by mag- 
nifying the Lord. It not only helps us 
now, but it brightens the path that leads 
on into the future. Has God ever failed 
anyone yet? No! Has anything ever 
been too hard. for Him? No! Is any 
situation impossible for Him to bring to 
a glorious successful conclusion? No! 
Is it anything with God to help whether 
it be with many or with them who have 
no power? No! Then let us look closely 
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into the things about which we are con- 
cerned. Examine past events in detail. 
See that God has done things for us in 
past days and years, even in preparation 
for our present need. He loves us with 
a jealous love. All that He does in be- 
half of us, His children, is done with a 
desire to hold our love for Him, and to 
increase our willingness to be led by 
His hand in simple trust. 

So if we want peace in our hearts, let 
us magnify the Lord, the Prince of peace. 
If we would have our soul calm in the 
midst of a turbulent world, let us mag- 
nify the Lord. If we would have Him 
bring all our perplexing problems that 
may even be beyond all understanding, 
bring them clear to victory, magnify the 
Lord. He will inhabit our praise. Let 
God work, and none can hinder. 

“Oh that men would praise the Lord 
for his goodness, and for his wonderful 
works to the children of men!” (Psa. 
107:8.) “Let us exalt his name together” 
(Psa. 34:3).

tively. It was greatly popularized by 
President Theodore Roosevelt, who said 
in 1912, while compaigning for office: 
“We stand at Armageddon, and we battle 
for the Lord.” But the war of 1939-1945 
was not the Armageddon of the Bible, 
or of Revelation 16:16. 

3. We are not in the times of the Anti- 
christ. Sometime ago a Christian lady 
brought me a periodical, and called my 
attention to these words in it: “Hitler 
now emerges as the Antichrist.” Others 
took Mussolini, the Italian leader, as the 
Antichrist. That great antagonist of our 
Lord Jesus Christ does not appear on 
earth in person till after the emergence 
of the ten horns, the ten kings mentioned 
in Daniel 7:8, 24. I quote verse 24: “And 
the ten horns out of this kingdom are 
ten kings that shall arise: and another 
shall arise after them.” The next verse 
tells of his doings, and these agree with 
the words of Revelation 13:5, and 
thereby show that the “little horn” of 
Daniel 7:8, 24 is the same as the “beast” 
of Revelation 13:1. Identification of the 
two statements as referring to one and 
the same person cannot be clearer. 

Furthermore, the Antichrist does not 
appear on earth until after the true 
Christ has come for His own. The com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ in the 
terms of 1 Thessalonians 4:16, 17 is not 
the same coming as in the terms of 2 
Thessalonians 2:8. “The ‘DAY’ Paul now 
has in mind does not synchronize pre- 
cisely with the coming of the Lord for 
His church as taught in 1 Thessalonians 
4:13-18”" (James M. Gray). The Anti- 
christ has not been here in the person 
of any of the recent world leaders, nor 
is he here today. He is yet to appear. 
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4. We are not in the times of the prom- 
ised return of the Jews to their own 
land (Palestine) in full and sole and en- 
tire possession. Some think we are. 
Here is a statement published in a Chris- 
tian periodical. “That was a great day, 
May 14, 1948, when God set His hand 
a second time to recover Israel, the 
official restoration of a nation.” What 
is going on now in Palestine, and the 
return of a certain number of Jews to 
Palestine, is not the fulfillment of the 
Lord’s promise in Isaiah 11:11. “And it 
shall come to pass in that day, that the 
Lord shall set his hand again the sec- 
ond time to recover the remnant of his 
people, which shall be left, from Assyria, 
and from Egypt, and from Pathros, and 
from Cush, and from Elam, and from 
Shinar, and from Hamath, and from the 
islands of the sea.” That return of the 
Jews is connected with the presence of 
the Messiah on earth, and the events 
mentioned in the entire eleventh chap- 
ter of Isaiah. One has but to read the 
chapter to see that the statements of it 
belong to “that day” — the day when “the 
earth shall be full of the knowledge of 
the Lord, as the waters cover the sea” 
(Isa. 11:9). It is the day when “the root 
of Jesse [Jesus, Rev. 22:16], . . . shall 
stand for an ensign of the people,” and 
the day when “unto him shall the nations 
seek” (Isa. 11:10, R.V.). The Jews are 
not now in full and sole and entire pos- 
session of their promised land. Nor 
will they be until “that day” comes in 
which they shall have accepted their 
Messiah, our Lord Jesus Christ. Then 
in the terms of Isaiah 11 and Isaiah 14: 
1, 2, the land will be possessed by them. 
(Please read those Scriptures.) 

If anyone thinks that the present re- 
turn to Palestine of certain numbers of 
the Hebrew people is the Lord setting 
His hand to recover Israel in fulfillment 
of His Word in Isaiah 11:11, and that 
what is going on now is “the official 
restoration of a nation,” let him care- 
fully read Isaiah 60. In the light of that 
Scripture, I must say that we are not 
now in that time. ...

¢¢9]D RINGING Christ to the Nations,” 

the International Lutheran Hour, 
has just announced the attainment of 
its fiftieth-country goal. The addition of 
radio station EAJ50 in Las Palmas, the 
Canary Islands, has raised to fifty the 
number of countries in which “Bringing 
Christ to the Nations” broadcasts over 
a total of more than 1,100 stations. 

In making the announcement of the 
addition of the fiftieth country over the 
radio, Dr. Maier declared: “Joyfully we 
ask you to praise God with us today for 
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His new blessing on this broadcast. 
Thanks to His gracious guidance — and 
every inch of progress we have made 
comes from Him, not from us — we can 
announce a new victory in the forward 
march of ‘Bringing Christ to the Nations.’ 
This encouraging news is the fact that 
today we begin broadcasting in the fif- 
tieth country — the Canary Islands, those 
outposts of the Atlantic, off the coast 
of Africa, which will now be covered 
every week with our Spanish messages, 
urging the listeners, ‘Behold the Lamb 
of God, which taketh away the sin of 
the world.’ Fifty different countries and 
territories in the six continents, all with 
stations broadcasting our Gospel — thus 
has God matvelously and mercifully 
blessed this-work. . .. Our radio crusade 
for Christ proves that with God noth- 
ing shall be impossible. We started, amid 
much misunderstanding and oppression, 
with two stations, one language, and one 
country, but praise God who always 
keeps His Word, today we count more 
than 1,100 stations, twenty languages, 
and fifty different countries.” 

In making the momertous announce- 
ment of the addition of four new Luth- 
eran Hour languages, Dr. Maier said: 
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“This week, in one of the longest forward 
strides we have ever made, thanks to 
Heaven’s grace, we are able to add four 
new languages to those in which we 
send eut the story of the Saviour’s love. 
Three of these are in the Far East, and 
include, first, Telugu, the speech of mil- 
lions in South India; second, Indonesian, 
the language of Borneo and Sumatra 
and other vast areas in the East Indies;

The Assistant Superintendent in Your School 


Is he more than a stand-in, or prospective superintendent? 


YOUNG man came to our house the 

other evening to tell me, “I have 
been nominated assistant superin endent 
of our church school. Since I am the 
only nominee, my election is assured. 
But before I accept the nomination, I 
would like to talk to the superintendent 
to know what responsibilities he will 
allow me. If his idea of an assistant 
superintendent is a person whose only 
duty is to act as superintendent when he 
is absent, then I do not want the posi- 
tion.” 

Now in most Sunday schools, with 
which I have been affiliated, an as- 
sistant superintendent has been elected 
wih the idea that he has two respon- 
sibilities, (1) acting as superintendent 
when his superior is absent; (2) suc- 
ceeding the superintendent when that 
officer has moved away or retired. Some 
superintendents have. given their assist- 
ants some training for this service; others 
have expected them to absorb it from 
the Sunday school sessions and from the 
board and teacher meetings they attend. 

Many young assistant superintendents 
have never become superintendents. They 
have grown weary of having no definite 
work to do, of serving me~ely as “stand- 
ins” for superintendents, so efficient and 
well liked that. undoubtedly they will 
be retained in office for many years. 


Growing weary the assistants have re- 
fused renomination to such an ambigu- 
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ous position as assistant superintendent. 

The young man who came to see me 
had his own ideas as to the position of 
assis ant superintendent.- He frankly 
said that he wanted to have a definite 
program of work to follow.- He said, 
“As I see it, an assistant superintendent 
of a Sunday school should be something 
like a dean at a college, working under 
the direction of the superintenden’, as a 
dean works under the president of a 
college or university.” e« - -« 

Fora fewminutes after he had made that 
announcement, I just stared at the young 
man. And then reverting to the slang 
of the children of our home, I exclaimed, 
“Brother, -you’ve got something there.” 

This young man had: had two years’ 
work at our state college before he en- 
listed in the air corps to serve through 
four years of the war. Now it happens 
that the dean of ‘our college is closer 
to the young male students than any 
dean I have ever known. Since two of 
the youth of our family have attended 
the college and grown to love that dean, 
I knew the worth of every word that 
young man said. ‘ 

He continued: “The first time I really 
knew Dean G— was one day when I was 
sitting on a high stool at the lunch 
counter at college. I was feeling pretty 
discouraged when he happened to drop 
down on the stool next to mine. At 
first I thought it was accidental, but 
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now I know that he sensed a need when 
he saw me, and came to respond to that 
need. 

“He asked me if the ham salad sand. 
wich I was eating was very tasty that 
day, and, when I assured him it was, 
he said, ‘Then I’ll try one myself.’ And 
that sandwich led us into a conversation 
that caused my drooping spirits to rise 
and made me realize that here was a 
man.who wanted to be my friend and 
could be trusted.” 

He smiled at the memory of that day, 
waited a minute, and then continued, 
“Now that’s what I want to be to the 
boys and young men of our Sunday 
school, if I am elected superintendent. 
I want to be their friend and help them 
solve their problems.” 

I spoke then. “What you want to do 
is just what our school —in fact, every 
Sunday school—needs today, a work- 
ing assistant superintendent, one who 
will be a dean to the boys who need 
one — boys who have women as teachers 
of their classes; young men _ whose 
teachers are elderly men, excellent at 
teaching the lessons of the Bible, but 
not aware of the greatest problems of 
the boys in their classes.” 

He asked, “Do you think the man who 
is to. be our superintendent will want 
me to have such responsibilities?” 

Now it happened that the man who was 
then the nominee for superintendent had 
already told our minister that he would 
accept the position on the condition that 
the men of the church would aid him 
in making the Sunday school one that 
would be a more vital influence in our 
community. Knowing that, I said: “lI 
am sure he will. Please go to him, talk 
to him as you have to me, and you wil 
learn that he, too, is filled with a desire 
to have eve ‘y member of the staff elected 
with him filled with a desire to help the 
school and every pupil with whom:he or 
she comes in contact.” 

Both the superintendent and the young 
assistant superintendent were elected al 
the ‘next board meeting. And already 
their work has started — work thet I w 
sure will not only make a more su 
cessful Sunday school, but will lift man: 
young men and boys in our church 
neighborhood to a higher spiritual level 

The minister of our church has aske? 
the Sunday school board for a secom 
assistant superintendent, a woman who 
will work, exactly as the first superin- 
tendent is doing, with girls who need 
more care than their teachers can give 
them. He told the superintencent be- 
fore he did this, “I wanteyou to s‘udy 
the women of your school carefully. to 
find the one who will do this work best. 
You can then suggest that she be elected 
to this position.” 

That caused mé to decide that Sunday 
school superintendents should be allowed 
to help select the officers to serve dur- 
ing their administration exac‘ly as the 
President of our country selects the

The Lesson as a Whole 
By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 

URING this last week the Lord 
D Jesus was exposed to almost con- 

stant effort on the part of the 
leaders in Israel to nullify His author- 
ity and to discredit His claims, but He 
met every situation with the calmness 
of an undisturbed spirit and the con- 
sciousness of His true character. As 
Lord of the Temple He acted in accord- 
ance with the place the Father had 
given Him. When the _ unbelieving 
leaders of the people quesitoned that 
authority He refused to explain by what 
right He se acted, pressing home upon 
their own consciences by a leading ques- 
tion their attitude toward the forerun- 
ner, John the Baptist, whose ministry 
they dared not attempt to appraise lest 
they openly condemn themselyes. 

When challenged by the scribes to de- 
elare which was the greatest command- 
ment in the Law, He answered so wisely 
that those gathered about were con- 
founded, and whe her their consciences 
were reached or not, they had to ac- 
knowledge the wis”om and the correctness 
of His reply. Others, who had raised 
various questions, some trivial and some 
of vital importance, were met with His 
superlative wisdom and were silenced, 
so far as their cavilings and sophistries 
were concerned. What they did not re- 
alize, however, was that He with whom 
they had to do was the incarnate wis- 


fiom of God, the eternal Word made 


flesh, who spoke not simply as one in- 
structed in the rabbinical schools, but as 
one who declared with authority the 
mind of God. Men speak still of the 
problem of Jesus, but the truth is that 
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He is the answer to all problems, and 
in Him the honest seeker after the truth 
finds every question answered with 
finality and satisfaction. When, how- 
ever, men are determined to reject Him 
as Saviour, they are only hardened by 
His teachings. 


The Historical Setting 

All of the changing scenes brought 
before us in. Mark 11 and 12 occurred 
during our Lord’s last week of ministry, 
when He went into Jerusalem daily and 
retired to Bethany or some other place 
on Olivet each night. For it is noticeable 
that He always left the city at eventide 
and entered again in the morning. 


Verse by Verse 

Mark 11:27.—“There come to him the 
chief priests, and the scribes, and the 
elders.” Ever since the cleansing of the 
Temple these leaders had been conspir- 
ing together, seeking for some cause that 
might seem to justify His arrest and 
death. Now. they sought Him out as He 
walked in the Temple courts, 

Verse 28.—“By what authority doest 
thou these things?” The question seemed 
to be a legitimate one. It: was pretended 
zeal for the honor of God’s house, but 
they were perturbed because their own 
self-assumed authority seemed likely to 
be ignored by. the. people. 

Verse 29.—“I will also ask of you one 
question.” Instead of a straightforward 
reply, it must have seemed to some as 
though Jesus evaded the question. But 
He never attempts to meet the objec- 
tions of cavilers. Where there is an hon- 
est heart He will always give needed 
light. But He refuses to de*ate with 
men who only desire to justify their own 
positions. 

Verse 30.—“The baptism of John, was 





it from heaven, or of’ men?”. .This- wes 
a home thrust. It was not an avoidance 
of ihe question at issue. If John’s bap- 
tism was of God, then the authority of 
Jesus was unquestioned, for John. pre- 
sented Him to the people as the promised 
Messiah of Israel. 

Verse 31,—‘“He will say, Why then did 
ye not believe him?” These objectors 
saw the point at once. They dared not 
confess John as a divinely commissioned 
prophet, for to do so would be to con- 
demn themselves and own that they were 
utterly in the wrong. 


Verse 32.—“All men counted John, that 
he was a prophet.”. To. deny John’s 
heavenly commission would enrage the 
people, who felt certain that in him the 
prephetie ministry — silent for four cen- 
turies — had been revived. 


Verse 33—“They answered and said 
. We cannot tell.” What a con‘es- 
sion for those who should have been 
able to lead the common people in obe- 
dience to the Word of God! They at- 
tempted to take middle ground by 
neither affirming nor denying that John’s 
ministry was from Heaven, and in this 
they manifested their own lack, alike of 
conscience and_ spiritual pe-ception. 
“Neither do I tell you by what author- 
ity I do these things.” It was self-evident 
that they were not ready to obey the 
truth; therefore He had no further reve- 
lation to make to them. When men close 
the heart to one truth, God does not 
have a second message for them except 
that of condemnation. 


Chap. 12:28.—“Which is the first com- 
mandment cf all?” This wes what we 
might call a “catch question.” There had 
been much wrangling among rabbinical 
students as to the relative impor‘ance 
of the various commandments. This 
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scribe sought to get Jesus to commit 
Himself in a way that might have stir- 
red up controversy. 

Verse 29.—“Hear, O Israel; The Lord 
our God is one Lord.” Jesus quoted from 
the Law (Deut. 6:4) giving the confes- 
sion which throughout the centuries has 
constituted the supreme Hebrew con- 
fession of faith and is today so recog- 
nized by orthodox Jews everywhere. 


Verse 30.—“Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart . . . this is 
the first commandment.” These words 
are also taken from the Law (Deut. 6: 
5) and constitute an epitome of the first 
table of the Law, which gives man’s duty 
toward God. “Love is the fulfilling of 
the law” (Rom. 13:10) and therefore he 
who loves God supremely will seek not 
to offend Him in anything. 


Verse 31—“The second . . . Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as thyself.” This is 
found in Leviticus 19:18 and covers all 
the second table of the Law, setting forth 
our responsibilities toward our fellow 
men. Love will not permit us to wrong 
anyone. 

Verses 32, 33.—“Master, thou hast said 
the truth.” With commendable candor 
the scribe’ expressed his appreciation of 
our Lord’s summary of the Law, for he 
recognized the truth of the unity and 
power of God and man’s responsibility 
to love Him devotedly, and to love one’s 
neighbor’ as himself. This: is, indeed, 
more important than “all . . . burnt- 
offerings and sacrifices.” It seems evident 
that he. who appeared to come as a 
caviler had become an honest confessor 
ofthe truth of the words Jesus had 
spoken in reply to his question. This 
Jesus Himself acknowledged gladly. 


Verse 34.—“Jesus . . ..said unto him, 
Thow art not far from the kingdom of 
God.” Did the scribe ever enter that 
Kingdom by full faith in the message 
that Jesus gave? We do not know. But 
it is possible to be very near the door 
of the Kingdom and yet never to 
enter in.

The Busy Men's Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


“By what authority doest thou these 
things?” (Mark 11:28.)—Those who 
asked the Lord this question were “the 
chief priests, and the scribes, and the 
elders” (v. 27). They constituted a for- 
mal deputation from the Sanhedrin, Is- 
rael’s highest and only lawful civil court 
— the court which tried the Lord Jesus 
and Stephen and Peter and Paul. 

The fact that delegated authority often 
goes to people’s heads has been observed 
by many, but especially by the poets. 

Authority intoxicates, 

And makes mere sots of magistrates; 

The fumes of it invade the brain, 

And make men giddy, proud, and vain. 

—Samuel Butler. 

The consummate pride and vanity of 
these men are manifest in the questions 
they addressed to the Son of God, who 
for years demonstrated by His words and 
works that His authority was from 
Heaven. 

What they should have done was to 
confess to Him their failure to cleanse 
the Temple in all the years they had 
been in office, whereas He accomplished 
it in the matter of minutes. Since they 
had authority, why did they not use it? 

How true as J. R. Lowell says in 
“Among My Books”: “He who is firmly 
seated in authority soon learns to think 
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security, and not progress, the highest 
lesson of statecraft.” 

There's truth and poetry—as well 
as sarcasm—in Shakespeare’s words: 
“Thou hast seen a farmer’s dog bark at 
a beggar? ... And the creature run 
from the cur? There thou mightst be- 
hold the great image of authority: a 
dog’s obeyed in office.” 

“I will also ask of you one question” 
(v, 29)—Some may think the Lord was 
evasive and that He was seeking to an- 
swer a question by asking a question; 
but it must not be forgotten that the 
same question was asked Him by the 
same people three years before and 
throughout those years the Lord was 
answering it in a most convincing man- 
ner (John 2:13-22). “The sign of His 
authority is the announcement at this 
first outset of His ministry, of that com- 
ing death by their hands, and resurrec- 
tion by His own, which were to pave the 
way for their judicial ejection” (David 
Brown, D.D.). 

The religious leaders had kept Him 
under close observation for three years. 
They were well informed of His words 
and works. They knew of His equality 
with God (John 5:18; 8:53-59; 10: 24-39). 

John was the most recent prophet in 
Israel— and he was regarded by the 
people as “a prophet indeed” (v. 32) 
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—they were, therefore, responsible to 
hear and believe him. John had 
borne definite testimony to the deity of 
the Lord Jesus Christ (John 1:29-36), 
People from “Jerusalem, and all Judea, 
and all the region round about Jordan 
. were baptized of him in Jordan, 
confessing their sins” (Matt, 3:1-6). 

The Lord brought them back in mind 
to this marvelous epoch in their history 
and asked whether it was “from heaven, 
or of men.” John had baptized the Lord 
Himself, and Heaven bore testimony at 
that time to the beloved Son of God 
(Matt. 3:13-17). 

They knew they were caught regard- 
less of which horn of the dilemma they 
chose; so they answered, “We cannot 
tell.” Should they not have said, “We 
will not tell”? The will was more at 
fault than the understanding. 

Dr. Graham Scroggie says: “These 
ancients are quite modern. for after 
1,900 years there are still many who 
imagine that a man cannot be a true 
minister of the Gospel unless he has 
received academic or ecclesiastical rec- 
ognition. But according to these, Gypsy 
Smith and Richard Weaver — yes, and 
Spurgeon and Bunyan— would have 
been excluded as unqualified! But he 
is qualified and ordained who has been 
called of God, though no human hands 
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have been laid upon him or priestly 
blessing pronounced over him . , . and 
the great ordination is the call and seal 
of the Holy Spirit. If God calls a man, 
he has authority, though all Christendom 
should turn him down.” 

“And thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart ... and... soul 
... and... mind” (Mark 12:30).—Being 
a scribe, this questioner knew the Jews 
found 613 precepts in the Pentateuch, 
and divided them into two _ classes, 
“heavy” and “light.” He knew of the 
discussions as to which of these was of 
first importance (Matt. 23:23, 24).° He 
asked a sincere question and received a 
plain answer. Love is the essential thing 
—love that obeys. Love with all the 
heart, soul, mind, and strength is one 
hundred per cent love! To love one’s 
neighbor as one’s self is also one hun- 
dred per cent love. 

To examine one’s self in the light of 
the First and Second Commandments is

Christianity’s strongest asset; therefore, 
he would create a doubt about it. In 
the same connection, and for the same 
purpose, he employs the skeptics to deny 
the Virgin Birth, the bodily resurrec- 
tioneof our Lord, and the atonement for 
sin accomplished by His death on the 
cross. These truths are clearly stated 
over and over again in God’s Word, but 
the skeptics ignore or deny them. 
Strange to say, the Lord’s bitterest 
enemies were the church leaders of that 
day. Many of the skeptics of today are 
church leaders. They are called. “Mod- 
ernists,” sometimes called “liberals.” It 
is unfortunate for the progress of Chris- 
tianity that they exist; but they do, and 
their destructive work has upset the faith 
of many a timid Christian. 
Fellows, it is an awful thing to have 
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your faith in God’s Word upset. The 
worst thing that could happen to your 
peace of mind and to your joy in life 
is to doubt God’s authority, God’s 
supremacy, God’s great love. Yet there 
is bound to come to you the temptation 
to do that very thing, particularly so if 
you go to college or university. The 
educational institutions of our country 
and the world are honeycombed with un. 
belief and atheism. It seems to be a 
concomitant of culture to doubt God and 
exalt human wisdom. Mr. William Jen- 
nings Bryan once said that the “great- 
est sin of today is the worship of the 
human mind.” 

God has made it possible and per- 
mitted man to work out many wonder- 
ful inventions and erect magnificent in- 
stitutions; some of them cause us to 
gasp in amazement. Look at the ex- 
ploration of the atom, for instance. But 
after all, poor, weak human nature fool- 
ishly ascribes the glory to itself and

forgets the One who created all things, 
even the smart human intellect that 
achieves and then defies its own Creator. 

See Nebuchadnezzar, the great king 
of Babylon, strutting before his marble 
palace, viewing the might and power 
of his kingdom, and proudly exclaiming: 
“Is not this great Babylon, that I have 
built ... by the might of my power, and 
for the honour of my majesty?. While 
the word was in the king’s mouth, there 
fell a voice from heaven, saying, O king 
Nebuchadnezzar, to thee it is spoken; 
The kingdom is departed from thee. And 
they shall drive thee from men, and thy 
dwelling shall be with the beasts of the 
field: they shall make thee to eat grass 
as oxen, and seven times shall pass over 
thee, until thou know that the most High 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, and 
giveth it to whomsoever he will. The 
same hour was the thing fulfilled upon 
Nebuchadnezzar: and he was driven 
from men, and did eat grass as oxen, 
and his body was wet with the dew of 
heaven, till his hairs were grown like 
eagles’ feathers, and his nails like birds’ 
claws” (Dan. 4: 30-33). 

“How are the mighty fallen!” And so 
it will be with every high-minded skep- 
tic or critic or Modernist that lifts his 
puny mind up against the mind of God. 
His embarrassment and humiliation may 
not come in this life. It’s a pity for him 
if it does not, for then he might, like 
‘Nebuchadnezzar, have a chance to re- 
pent and confess his error, if haply God 
might forgive him. 

Yes, fellows, you will be going up 
against the poison of infidelity sooner 
or later, so brace yourselves for it. 
“Forewarned is forearmed” is a military 
maxim. It is also good for you. Ask 
God to give you the wisdom and the 
strength to wi:hstand the fiery darts of 
unbelief — and having done all, to stand.

Curist HAS THE ANSWERS 


IRST thing today let us have the re- 

ports about Solomon. (Assignment 
was given at end of last Sunday’s les- 
son. The class was asked to find evi- 
dences of Solomon’s wisdom, from 1 
Kings and 2 Chronicles, the books of 
Proverbs and Ecclesiastes.) Now let us 
read together Matthew 12:42. When the 
Lord Jesus said, “Behold, a greater than 
Solomon is here,” He was walking on 
this earth, Now He has ascended into 
Heaven; but because He is God, He is 
also omnipresent. He says, “Where two 
or three are gathered together in my 
hame, there am I in the midst of them” 
(Matt. 18:20). So this morning we may 
truly say, “Behold, a greater than Solo- 
mon is here.” 

Find 2 Chronicles 9:2 and connect that 
with Matthew 12:42. Our lesson today 
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is called “Christ Has the Answers.” We 
just read that Solomon was able to an- 
swer all the questions of the Queen of 
Sheba, and “Behold, a greater than Solo- 
mon is here.”  Isn’t that wonderful ! 
The Lord Jesus can answer everything 
that you and I need to have answered. 
Anyone who comes to Christ with a 
difficulty which he sincerely wants an- 
swered will find satisfaction. 

In our lesson today, most of those who 
questioned the Lord did not come hon- 
estly wanting to find out the truth. The 
first question is found in Mark 11:27, 28. 
What an impudent thing to ask the Lord 
of glory! “All things were made by 
him; and without him was not any thing 
made that was made” (John 1:3). He 
has absolute authority over every par- 
ticle of His creation. With a single word 
He could have removed those impudent 
men to hell. But He did not. He 
allowed them more time to repent. What 
did He say? (vs. 29, 30.) These Jewish 
leaders were not at all concerned as to 
what was the truth, they were only 
anxious to give an answer that would 
not embarrass them. What shows this in 
verses 31, 32? (They never once con- 
sidered what was the truth. They only 
discussed which answer would keep them 
out of trouble.) How did they answer? 
(v. 33.) How did the Lord reply? 

The next question recorded in Mark is 
in chapter 12:14. Read verse 13 to get 
the background. Did the Pharisees and 
the Herodians really want to know 
whether or not to pay tribute to Cesar? 
(No, they were just trying to get the 
Lord into trouble with the government.) 
If He said that it was wrong to pay 
tribute to Cesar, do you think they 
would have stopped doing it? No, they 
would have rushed to the local author- 
ities requesting His arrest.) 

What is there in verse 15 that suggests 
Christ’s omniscience? What gives us a 
hint of His poverty in this world’s goods? 

Read verses 16 and 17 together. What 
an answer! Christ did not say one word 
that they could use against Him. -In- 
stead, He said what should have reached 
their consciences. Certainly they were 
not rendering unto God the things that 
are God’s! 

Now let us read, alternately, verses 18- 
27. Do you think the Sadducees really 
wanted to know the truth? (No, they 
just wanted to make their doctrine seem 
the most reasonable.) Do you believe 
that story they told Jesus? 

What two things did Christ name as 
the reason for their false doctrine? (v. 
24.) How did He prove to them that 
those who have left this earth are still 
living? (vs. 26, 27.) : 

The last question the Lord was asked 
came from one of the scribes who had 
listened to the answers He had already 
given, and had been pleased with them. 
Perhaps he realized that the first ques- 
tion had been asked impudently, the 
second to try to get Christ into trouble, 
and the third to try to make the Resur- 
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rection seem ridiculous. He was a much 
better man and probably one with a 
keen brain who understood and enjoyed 
the way the Lord had confounded each 
of His previous questioners. 

Find the question He asked in verse 
28. What did Christ say is the first com- 
mandment? the second? Read the scribe’s 
answer in verses 32 and 33. He shows 
real understanding and appreciation of 
the Lord’s answer. What did the Lord 
say of him in verse 34? He was near 
the Kingdom of God, for he was near to 
the King Himself. How I hope he really 
entered in! It would seem as if he must 
have realized that he was a sinner as 
he stood near the holy Son of God and 
thought over His words about the great- 
est commandments. 

How many more catch questions were 
brought to Jesus? (v. 34.) He had ef- 
fectually silenced every one of His ad- 
versaries and had given each something 
to think about which should have con- 
victed him of sin. 

Well, we do not know how many of 
those who heard the wonderful answers 
of the Lord Jesus that day really came 
to Him and accepted Him as Saviour. 
But we can know about ourselves. Have 
you ever realized how far short you 
come of obeying the greatest command- 
ments? Havé you come to Christ for 
salvation? If you have, then what about 
your questions? Do you try to get 
them answered by ungodly people and 
their books? Or do you bring them to 
Him “in whom are hid all the treasures 
of wisdom and knowledge”? (Col. 2:3.) 
The Queen of Sheba brought all her 
questions to Solomon and he answered 
every one. “Behold a greater than Solo- 
mon is here.”

Topic and Scripture: 
Jesus Teaches About Love and Giving 
(Mark 12:28-30, 41-44) 
NLESS it upsets the Sunday school 
schedule, take the class offering at 
the end of the period. Display some 
money, perhaps including a. five-dollar 
bill, a quarter, and.a penny. Suppose 
this money came from the offering last 
Sunday. Mr. Rich Man put in the five. 
dollar bill; Mrs. Teacher, the quarter; and 
Little Boy, the penny. Who put in the 
most? Mr, Rich Man? Wouldn’t you 
think so! But that was not what the 
Lord said when He watched people 
putting money in, in His day. They did 
not have the same kind of money that 
we have, but we can say, for illustra- 
tion, that some of the rich men put in 
ten-dollar bills, maybe even a hundred 
dollars. Then a very poor lady came 
along and put in a penny. That one 
woman put in more than all the rest, 
He said. 
The Lord did not count their money 
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as we do. He counted how much they 
had left. So the lady gave most because 
she gave all she had. You see, the rich 
men still had hundreds of dollars left, 
so they did not give anywhere near all 
they had. Is that funny arithmetic? 
Arithmetic in Heaven seems to be dif- 
ferent from ours. Remember the rich 
man who was going to save all he had 
for himself? How much did he have 
that night? Zero! But if he had given 
it away, he would have had it. We sub- 
tract what we give away; heaven adds 
it on! 

Who loved the Lord most, the lady 
who put the one penny in the offering, 
or the rich men who put in the big bills? 
How much does God expect people to 
love Him? Read Mark 12:30. The lady 
loved Him with all her money, anyway. 
What verse from the Bible tells where 
money comes from? (Jas, 1:17.) 

Long before the lady and rich men 
put their money in the Temple offering, 
King David was getting things ready to 
build the first Temple (1 Chron. 29). 
It was to be a palace for God and must 
be very beautiful, so it would cost a 
great deal of money. First David told 
how much he was giving himself — mil- 
lions of dollars. Then the leaders of the 
people made their offerings; altogether, 
theirs was millions of dollars, too. 
Everyone was very happy, and gave 
willingly because they loved the Lord 
their God. 

David remembered where all his 
money came from, and the money of the 
people. Listen to his prayer: “Thine, 
O Lord, is the greatness, and the power, 
and the glory ... for all that is in the 
heaven and in the earth is thine... . 
Both riches and honour come of thee 

. and in thine hand ‘it is to make great, 
and to give strength unto all. Now 
therefore, our God, we thank thee, and 
praise thy glorious name .. . for all 
things come of thee, and of thine own 
have we given thee.” 

Have we an offering of money to bring 
to the Lord today? Where did that 
money come from? Are you giving it 
happily because you love the Lord? 
Think how much you are giving Him 
and how much you are keeping for your- 
self. The way the Lord counts money, 
would He say that you give a lot or 
only a little? Before we give our offer- 
ing to the Lord today, let us learn part 
of David's prayer to pray ourselves. I 
will write it on the blackboard: “Now 
therefore, our God, we thank thee, and 
praise thy glorious\name .. . for all 
things come of thee, and of thine own 
have we given thee” (1 Chron. 29:13, 
14, Memory Verse). Use this as an of- 
fertory prayer today and also for the 
following weeks.

How To Testify—There come to him 
the chief priests, and the scribes (Mark 
11:27).

RINT today’s Memory Verse on an

Occasionally review the Memory Verses, 
to keep them fresh in the children’s 
minds. 

One day the Lord Jesus Christ sat by 
the treasury at the Temple and watched 
the people as they put their offerings 
into the box. Did you children think 
that today as you put your offering in 
the basket or envelope, Jesus was watch- 
ing you? He knows whether you kept 
out most of your money for yourself. 
He knows if you gave it unwillingly to 
Him. He is sitting over against the 
treasury today just as He did then, only 
we cannot see Him, 

That day as He watched, He saw some 
rich people come and put in a large of- 
fering, a great gift. We would have said, 
“What a wonderful offering that man 
gave!” But Jésus didn’t say a thing 
until a poor widow came along and put 
in two mites, less than one of our pen- 
nies. Then He called His disciples to 
Him and said, “This poor widow has put 
more in than all those who have put 
money in, for they gave of their abun- 
dance, but she gave all she had, all her 
living.” 

I'm sure those disciples looked at their 
Lord, puzzled. They’ were thinking, 


“How can He say that? Why, some of 
those people put in great gifts, and she 
gave only two mites.” 

But don’t you see how God counts gifts, 
He counts what we keep for ourselves. 
If we have great wealth, we should give 
Very few rich people give 


great gifts. 
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anywhere near what they should, even 
to charities and donations that they are 
allowed to deduct from their income tax; 
most of them give a very small gift. to 
the Lord, compared to what they keep. 

Suppose we look at our gifts. If you 
had twenty-five cents, and you were to 
give God one cent, you would be pretty 
stingy, don’t you think so? Maybe you 
never thought about it that way. I am 
sorry so many fathers and mothers train 
their children to give just one cent to 
Sunday school. How many times I have 
heard as the child started for Sunday 
school, “Have you your penny, dear?” 
And those children, so trained, become 
grown-up “penny” givers, the kind of 
Christians who think they have been 
very generous when they give ten dol- 
lars a year to the church, even though 
they have thousands of dollars for them- 
selves. 

God’s way of giving, as taught to the 
Israelites, is to give a tithe, or a tenth, 
of all we earn. If every child would 
begin to give in that way, he would grow 
up to be willing and glad to give God 
His tenth. 

Then in addition to the tenth, the Is- 
raelite was to give offerings. Of course, 
all that we have is really God’s — He 
just lets us use it—and we should not 
stop giving to Him when we have given 
a tenth of our income. Some men who 
have been given great wealth have given 
it all back to the Lord except enough 
for very simple living for their family. 
God has blessed these men. He has 
promised to bless those who give Him 
a tenth of their income. Why don’t you 
boys and girls start right now, and have 
a little box for the Lord’s money? When 
somebody gives you a dime, get” it 
changed and put one penny in the box. 
Don’t shortchange the Lord. Remem- 
ber, the Lord Jesus Christ can see what 
you do. Keep an honest account of all

HE second Sunday in May is largely 
observed in America as Mother’s 
Day, and our topic for this day enlarges 
this recognition of the place and im- 
portance of Mother to include that of 
the importance of the Christian home. 
se 
At first glance, perhaps the topic sug- 
gested to you Christian homes in some 
far-off heathen land. But closer exam- 
ination will show that real Christian 
homes right here in America are just 
as truly in the midst-of a pagan world 
as if in darkest Africa or China. . There 
may be more civilization of a sort here, 
and perhaps a veneer of respectability 
that we like to think sets us apart from 
heathen lands, but can America at large 
be called other than pagan, or irreligious, 
or idolatrous? 
ve 
Just think for a mcment of the par- 
ticular town or street in which you live. 
How many homes in your immediate 
vicinity can be called “Christian” in the 
sense set forth in God’s Word? Oh, 
there may be quite a few church mem- 
bers in your. neighborhood. But how 
many of these homes were begun by 
two young people who had earnestly 
sought God’s will above éverything else 
in their marriage and home making? 
ba 
In how many of these homes does the 
family altar have central place? In 
how many are the Scriptures read and 
talked about daily? In ‘hew ‘many do 


you find the parents taking time and 
trouble to instruct little ohes in Chris- 
tian things? (Prov. 4: #4}. In how. many 
of these homes do you find Christian 
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parents loying and nurturing, yet not 
failing to discipline and correct their 
children, so that they will walk in ways 
that are pleasing to God? (Eph.-6: 4.) 
: ye 

Then, looking at these homes from an- 
other viewpoint, in how many of them 
do you find young people who love and 
honor and: obey their parents (Eph. 6: 
1, 2), recognizing in them God’s all-wise 
provision for training, teaching, protec- 
tion, and love until the age of discre- 
tion is reached? Disobedience to par- 
ents, willfulness, and lawlessness are 
just as much marks of paganism as are 
idolatry and irreligion (Rom. 1:29, 30).

But our topic would turn our thoughts 
not merely to pagan homes all about 
us, but to our own homes which we are 
peculiarly responsible for, and where we 
have the opportunity of bearing a con- 
sistent Christian testimony and exerting 
a definite Christian influence. 

All our efforts to have a truly Chris- 
tian home must begin with our own 
personal relationship to God. Your home 
and mine can never be fully Christian 
until we, ourselves, are letting God have 
His way in our own hearts. It is useless 
to ask God to make others in our home 
more understanding, or thoughtful, or 
unselfish until we have given Him the 
opportunity to work in our own hearts. 

we 

Perhaps Mother or Father are not Chris- 
tians. What then is our responsibility? 
Do we owe them the respect and obe- 
dience that would be due Christian par- 
ents? Of course we do, unless that obe- 
dience involves direct disobedience to 
God or His Word. It may be difficult 
sometimes, when we see inconsistencies 
in their lives, but our obedience and re- 
spect are given to them as unto God until 
we become of age. Even after that, there 
are many times when acquiescence will 
cost little except the sacrifice of pride, 
and yet may be the very means of win- 
ning them for Christ.

When parents know and love God, 
many problems will be solved — but not 
all. Then, however, the common ground 
around the family altar will be the place 
where difficulties can be smoothed out, 
and God's will for all can be ascertained, 
and His love can bind hearts together 
in mutual understanding, and forbear- 
ance, and unselfishness.

This week’s meeting should not close 
without emphasis on the responsibility 
and privilege each member has of some 
day setting up a true’ Christian home, 
first by making sure that he or she has

members of his Cabinet. The superin- 
tendent could be elected at one meeting 
of the board, his assistants one month 
later, after the superintendent-elect and 
the nominating committee have had time 
to hunt out the best persons for the dif- 
ferent positions: 

The song leader should be a musician 
who knows and loves children, and who 
feels that methods used in teaching songs 
are much more important than the fin- 
ished song. Like the assistant superin- 
tendents he may have a great influence 
on the spiritual lives of some of the 
children who can sing. 

The secretary and treasurer should be 
more than efficient recorders of happen- 
ings and keepers of church money. They, 
too, would be closer to the Sunday school 
if they felt their spiritual influence on 
some of the Sunday school pupils had 
been of great help. 

The assistant superintendent, and not 
the superintendent, should meet visitors 
and new pupils of the Sunday school and 
see that they are taken to the proper 
classes: He or she should not only se- 
cure the names and addresses of these 
new pupils, but aid the superintendent 
in making calls at their homes. 

The assistant superintendent, or super- 
intendents, deserve recognition as well 
as responsibilities, more than merely an 
introduction at a meeting where all of- 
ficers are introduced. The superintend- 
ent should plan to have his assistant 
take a definite ‘part at the teachers meet- 
ings he calls. He should be asked to 
accompany the superintendent to board 
meetings of the church, to city or. dis- 
trict conferences. 

In short, the word of the superintend- 
ent to his assistant, or assistants, should 
be, “Your responsibilities, your privi- 
leges, your honors are due now, not five 
years from now when you will be elected 
as my successor. Your position is very 
important, so important that I cannot 
do a good job without you.” 

And when that is done, the assistant 
superintendent will be a very worthy, 
efficient ‘officer of your school.

The volume 
is not the work of a trained historian 
who documents his every statement, but 
it is the product of the study of many 
such standard histories, and is written 
for popular consumption. Its purpose 
seems to be the vindication of Chris- 
tianity against all forms of error. That 
the Gospel has always triumphed is proof 
that it will always do so. 

Facts are stated objectively; there is 
little comment, and thus. little evalua- 
tion. The Fundamentalist controversy 
is reported in a way that leads the re- 
viewer to suspect that the author has 
some Fundamentalist sympathies; but 
what may one make of this statement, 
written after a recital of the events lead- 
ing up to and including the formation 
of the United Nations and the Bretton 
Woods agreement: “By these measures 
the world was being guided into the way 
of peace (Luke 1:79)”? Further, there 
is no mention of truly Christian activ- 
ities subsequent to those of William B.
